This year will end my tenure as Ed- 
ucation Director (ED). The core of our li- 
cense exam preparation courses is our in- 
structors. Our philosophy is that we do 
not teach the test; we teach from the 
ARRL manuals with the goal to have safe 
and competent Amateur Radio Operators. 
We encourage questions as the session 
progresses, not later. We want the student 
to “get it.” Mike Murphy, WA4BPJ has 
been an instructor for years before I came 
along and has taught possibly 70 courses. 
He took it upon himself to add the General 
Class and Amateur Extra Class courses. A 
couple of years ago he taught two Techni- 
cian, two General and an Extra course - 
that’s 23 Saturday mornings for 4 hours 
each day! Mike prepares his courses to 
cover everything in the manual that is on 
the exam and more. That means he goes 
thru every question and every detail in the 
manual to make sure it is covered in his 
presentations, but he never says, “This is a 
question in the question pool.” And that 
is done every time a new Question Pool 
comes out (every 4 years). Curt Phillips, 
W4CP, is a new instructor taking over the 
Technician Class course. His enthusiasm 
and innovation have put his stamp on the 
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courses that Mike created. 

In the past four years I have devel- 
oped a method to process the course list of 
potential students, announcements and 
registrations (the form is online and can be 
sent directly to the ED). The new ED will 
get all my files and I will I will teach what 
Ido. I have written instructions. It does 
take a little time, but can be done from an- 
ywhere. With the team of Mike and Curt, 
the automated process and our 
“permanent” course location, the new ED 
will serve a valuable function of the Ra- 
leigh Amateur Radio Society by bringing it 
all together. The position will be available 
in January 2017 and is filled thru the nom- 
inating / election process that is used to fill 
the Board positions.

Introduction of Paperless 
QSLing (from the RSGB IOTA 
Website) 


One of the first actions of Islands 
on the Air (IOTA) Ltd., the new 
managers of the programme, has 
been to expand the application 
routes on IOTA’s existing soft- 
ware system to include Club Log 
QSO Matches. This is intended as 
the first step to the introduction of 
a much broader system of Paper- 
less QSLing that is scheduled to 
be launched in the late Spring of 
2017. Only a relatively small num- 
ber of IOTA operations have been 
added at this time, mainly ones 
from islands which satisfy the cri- 
terion of one DXCC entity equals 
just one IOTA. This action was in- 
tended to provide a test run on 
how Club Log QSO matching 
would work in due course on the 
new IT system. Even so, modest 
as this approach is, more than 
10,000 QSO matches were ob- 
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tained in the first week, and the 
first IOTA 100 Island applications 
have been received using this op- 
tion exclusively. As with all new 
IT enhancements there were a 
number of bugs and queries raised 
which have now been resolved. Fi- 
nally, to make use of this addition- 
al feature, sign in to the IOTA 
website and go to https:// 
www.rsgbiota.org/mycredits/ and 
click on Club Log QSO Matches. 
Bear in mind, this is not the full- 
blown system envisaged for intro- 
duction next year. We will expand 
the list of accepted operations over 
the coming weeks and months but, 
much as we would like to do 
more, it will be mainly in the area 
of recent operations from the rarer 
IOTA groups and, of course, ones 
that have uploaded logs to Club 
Log and indicated that they do not 
wish to delay or block IOTA QSO 
matching.

Program: Tom N4TL introduced Jerry W2GLA who introduced LTC Thomas C (TC) Moore, USAF re- 
tired, Department of the Air Force meteorologist, who presented on “Computer Forecast Models & 
the 2016 Atlantic Hurricane Season Forecasts”. 


Math models of the atmosphere are used to predict future conditions based on the present condi- 
tions. All the equations are partial differentials which cannot be solved exactly (chaotic) hence inac- 
curacies are invariably present. Models are averaged into ensembles for 5 days out or more. The GFS 
Global Forecast System is issued 4 times daily. The European model is better but costs a lot to use. 
The Air Force uses the UK model. 


Hurricane Predictions: Peak- Aug 15 — Oct 15, we will have an average season of 14 named storms, 6 
hurricanes and 2 major hurricanes. 


Why forecast considering uncertainties — to bring attention to the hurricane problem. 


A Q&A period followed. 
The meeting was adjourned by president Dennis NC4DK at 9:08
